The Maſter and Wardens (among other things) did ordaine that it might be 
lawfull for them twiſe cuery yeere, or oftner, to enter into any place, where any 
earth or cl 1y ſhall be digged,within ffreene miles compaſle of Lo x v 0 x,tomake 
any Tylesor Bricke; or where any Chalke or other ſtone ſhall be digged,to be vied 
with the laying of Bricke or Tile, or for making of Lyme, to view the ſame to be 
good and well done. And whether euery Bricke intended for ſale, bein length nine 
Inches,in bredth foure Inches and a quarter,in thicknefle two Inches anda quarter; 
euery plaine Tyle in length ten Inches and a halfe,in bredth ſixe Inches a:1d a quar- 
ter, in thickneſle halfe an Inch and a quarter;euery Roote-Tyle in length thirteene 
Inches, in thicknelle one Inch, with conuenient depth ; euery Corner-Tyle or 
Couer-Tyle, inlength ten Inches and a halfe : That every Sand-Cart ſhould con- 
tainecightecne Buſhels at theleaſt,and eucry Lime-Sacke a Buſhe]l of burned lime, 
being knit together, and that itbe well burned; with divers other Ordinances: All 
which were confirmed by Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the great Scale; 
William, Marques of Wincheſter, Lord Treaſorer of England; Sir Robert © atlene 
Knight, Lord chiefe luſtice of England, vnder their Hands and Scales. 
But ſecing the abuſes of this kinde increaſe gy, to the great labour and cx- 


penſc of the ſaid Maſter Jardens :

And that the Maſter and Wardens,or their Deputies, may enter and ſearch foi 
any defaults and offences,and finding any, to make entry thereof, and of the cer-

after. 

And that cuery perſon offending in making, ſe!!ing, or offcring ro put to (ale any 
Bricke, T yle,Lime or Sand, contrary to the ſaid Gu tnances,fhall forteite as follow- 
eth(viz.) tor cuery 1000,0f Bricks i1j\. ii1j4, For eucry 1000.0f plaine-tyle 11)”. 1114. 
For cuery 100,of Roofe-tyle xii4 Foreuery 100. of Gutter-tyle, or corner-tyle, x1j4, 
For euery Load of Sand iiijs. ,*.nd .'r euery 100, of Lyme ij*. vj4. 

And that in lieu of their great paines in ſearching and viewing, they 1aay hane 
for Brickes, Tyles,Lymeand S1nd,pur to falein Lo x Þ o x or nhifteene miles 
compalle as followeth { viz.) for eucry 1000, of Bricke j4. Fo. +*y 1000. of 
Tyles j4, For cuery Load of Sand ob. For euery 1v. of Lyme j4. 

And that they may diftraine for the ſame. The one moy eric to the King, the 
other to the Maſter and Wardens: And they to pay the Kings moyerie yeerely in 
Michaelmas Tearm- into the Exchequer,
